PERPETUATION  OF  LOCAL  HISTORY  IN  VIRGINIA. 

[Written  for  the  Manufacturers'  Record.] 

One  of  the  most  interesting  phases  of  the  movement  for  the  preservation  of  the 
records  of  the  great  history  of  Virginia  is  the  practical  interest  shown  in  the  plan, 
most  prominent,  perhaps,  in  the  tidewater  section  of  the  Old  Dominion,  of  making 
the  county  courthouses  historical  museums,  as  it  were.  Some  years  ago  Hon.  T.  R. 
B.  Wright  of  Tappahannock,  who  is  now  Judge  of  the  Twelfth  Judicial  Circuit  of 
Virginia,  embracing  the  counties  of  Essex,  Westmoreland,  Mathews,  Middlesex,  King 
and  Queen,  Northumberland,  Gloucester,  Lancaster  and  King  William,  commenced 
to  hang  on  the  walls  of  the  courthouse  at  Tappahannock,  in  Essex  county,  portraits 
of  the  men  distinguished  in  the  administration  of  justice  and  in  civic  life  and  promi- 
nent in  the  local  history  of  the  county. 

The  matter  seemed  to  appeal  to  the  pride  and  patriotism  of  the  people,  and  it  has 
proved  to  be  a  great  success,  as  the  portraits  are  not  only  valuable  contributions  to 
local  history,  but  the  local  gallery  has  been  a  means  of  fostering  the  self-respect  and 
dignity  of  the  county. 

It  has  given  an  impetus  to  the  painting,  renovating  and  building  of  courthouses, 
a  new  equipment  in  furniture  and  improvement  or  all  the  environments  of  the  prop- 
erty, and  has  created  an  esprit  de  corps  among  the  officials  for  a  greater  cleanliness 
and  care  of  public  buildings  and  a  larger  modicum  of  atteution. 

The  galleries  have  come  to  stay,  are  improving  all  the  time,  and  when  the  people 
visit  them  they  feel  that  they  are  a  part  and  parcel  of  them  and  in  the  warp  and 
woof  of  their  local  history  and  traditions,  that  they  are  in  the  house  of  their  fathers, 
and  they  will  not  give  them  up. 

The  portraits,  instead  of  being  a  tax  or  a  burden  on  taxpayers,  are  private  con- 
tributions— heart  offerings,  as  it  were,  of  the  donors.  Every  portrait  is  presented 
and  accepted  with  impressive  and  appropriate  ceremony,  and  entry  is  made  in  the 
order-book  of  the  court.  The  addresses,  with  full  text,  are  published  in  local  papers, 
periodicals,  magazines,  etc.  At  any  rate,  they  find  their  way  into  print  and  are 
preserved  in  enduring  form  as  local  history  and  a  part  of  the  current  literature  of 
the  day. 

The  movement  has  proven  a  success  in  all  of  the  courthouses  of  the  circuit  and  in 
other  parts  of  the  State,  and  since  the  reorganization  of  the  judicial  circuits  under 
the  new  Constitution  of  Virginia,  1901-1902,  the  counties  in  the  present  Twelfth 
Judicial  Circuit  are  filling  up  their  galleries. 

Laudable  as  is  this  movement  for  the  perpetuation  of  the  records  of  this  section  of 
Virginia,  and  worthy  as  it  is  of  duplication  in  all  parts  of  the  South,  it  will  not  have 
its  full  effect  unless  it  inspire  the  men  of  today  to  be  as  active  in  the  making  of  history 
as  their  fathers  and  grandfathers  were  before  them.  The  records  of  the  immediate 
future  will  be  concerned  with  material  development.  The  section  of  Virginia  in  which 
Judge  Wright  is  especially  interested  has  not  yet  come  under  the  full  sway  of  the  spirit 
now  dominating  the  South  and  looking  to  a  full  realization  of  its  material  potentialities. 
It  is  not  a  section  where  many  great  industries  may  flourish,  but  in  agricultural  possi- 
bilities, especially  in  the  line  of  meeting  the  ever-increasing  demand  in  other  parts  of 
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the  country  for  fruits  and  vegetables,  it  is  hardly  surpassed  by  any  territory  hereabouts. 
Moreover,  certain  minor  industries  in  their  success  have  already  pointed  the  way  to 
wealth  for  a  great  number  of  others  of  the  same  character,  the  liveliest  sort  of  interest 
in  immigration  is  developing,  and  it  is  not  rash  to  predict  that  with  adequate  trans- 
portation facilities  by  water  penetrating  the  peninsulas  of  that  section  and  by  rail, 
stretching  from  river  and  bay  to  trunk  lines,  that  portion  of  Tidewater  Virginia  is  to 
blossom  as  the  rose. 

Obligations  of  students  of  history  to  Judge  Wright  for  his  pioneer  work  in  further- 
ing this  movement  are  increased  because  of  the  labor  he  has  spent  upon  the  writing 
of  brief  histories  of  the  counties  within  his  circuit  and  the  compilation  of  lists  of  the 
memorials  in  the  respective  county  courthouses.  This  material  should  be  published 
in  a  small  volume,  not  only  for  the  furtherance  of  the  movement,  but  also  as  an 
encouragement  of  the  material  development  of  one  of  the  most  richly-endowed  sections 
of  the  country.  In  its  desire  to  participate  in  the  movement  the  Manufacturers' 
Record  has  pleasure  in  reproducing  from  Judge  Wright's  manuscript  the  lists  of  the 
memorials  by  counties  as  follows  :
